by Britain, France, Sweden, Rus- 
sia and China for bombardment 
of Chinese non-combatants.

that the government has withheld 
formal diplomatic recognition 
of 


both the Japanese-dominated state 
of Manchoukuo and Italian-annex- 
ed Ethiopia because they were ac- 
quired by force. 


These observers said that if Ja- 


pan's present military operations 
result in seizure of control of new 
spheres in China, there is good 
reason to believe they will be giv- 
en similar treatment. 


The principle of 
denying ac- 


knowledgement of such states as 
members of the family of natlona 
has been followed consistently by 
the United States since it first was 
proclaimed In 1915 by William Jen- 
nings Bryan, then secretary

state. 


Bryan sought to forestall inter- 


ference with American rights in 
.China, threatened by Japan's ag- 


gresslve 21 demands" on the Chi- 
nese government, by warning both

Whether or not his warning was 


responsible, Japan never pressed 
its demands.

MASARYK'S PATRIOTISM 


When Thomas 
Masaryk 


died in Prague the other 
day, Czechoslovakia lost a 
great citizen and the dem- 
ocracies of the world a true 
friend. 


Masaryk was a philosophei 


and teacher before he be- 
came a patriotic leader and 
statesman, but he was one 
of those rare beings able to 
translate his ideas into prac- 
tical and sane action. He 
was chiefly responsible foi 
the establishment of the re- 
public 
of 
Czechoslovakia 


and 
for its 
constitution, 


modeled after that of the 
United States. He became 
his country's first presidenl 
and held that office for 18 
years. 


Other men have been su- 


pei'-patriots, or have claim- 
ed such roles for themselves 
in these years since 
the 


VVorld War. Masaryk's dis- 
tinction lay in the fact that, 
in his struggle for human 
liberty for his own people 
he sought co-operation anc 
friends instead of antagon- 
izing the rest of the world. 
He was' able to assist in the 
creation of a nation with- 
out demanding the destruc- 
tion or subjugation of any 
other nation, without invok- 
ing hatred of other peoples. 
His goal was an independ- 
ent nation, but one without 
the isolation of unfriendly 
"nationalism."

which has proved 
inade- 


quate as a 
preserver of 


peace and preventer of war, 
still serves a useful pur- 
pose. The Chinese govern 
ment is too wise to expect 
concrete action in response 
to its appeal made at the 
opening of the regular ses 
sion of the League of Na 
tions Assembly. A similar 
plea in 1932 brought no ac- 
tion and must have taught 
China the bitter truth about 
the League's helplessness. 


Why, then, do the Chi 


nese 
present 
an 
appeal 


now? It is probably intend- 
ed merely as a careful dip^ 
lomatic move against Ja- 
pan. China, by this means, 
gets its case before 
the 


court of world public opin- 
ion. It stigmatizes Japan 
as an aggressor against a 
peaceful nation. It stirs the 
sympathy of other nations 
Ik keeps the record clear. 


One thing which keeps 


the League of Nations go- 
ing is probably this role it 
plays in behalf of the small 
nations and those weak in 
military development. It is 
a forum before which they 
may appear to state 
the 


wrong clone them and to 
denounce the thieves and 
-hugs of the world scene.

Navy served formal notice 
today that its Asiatic fleet 
will 
remain 
in 
Chinese 


waters "as long as the pres- 
ent 
controversy 
between 


China and Japan exists." 
This statement was issued by 
tho navy department as a formal 
announcement of Admiral Harry 
E- Yarnell, commander In chlet 
of the Asiatic squadrons. 
It was made public after a meet-, 
ing of the navy general board, tho 
highest policy making body of the 
navy department. 
Presumably It 
had the full support of the state 
department. 


The 
admiral's 
announcement 
said that the 
navy's policy of 
maintaining 
warships 
at 
ports, 
where needed for the protection 
of American nationals "will con- 
tinue In full force even after our 
nationals have been warned 
to 
leave China and after an oppor- 
tunity to leave has been given." 


"Most American citizens now in 
China," the statement said, "are 
engaged In business or professions 
which are their only means of 
livelihood. These persons are un- 
willing to leave until their busi- 
nesses have been destroyed or they 
are forced to leave due to actual 
physical danger. 


Cannot Withdraw Now. 
"Until 
such 
time 
comes 
our 
naval forces can not be withdrawn 
without failure In our duty and 
without bringing great discredit 
on tho United States navy." 
Tho navy made its 
announce- 
ment of policy while officials stud- 
ied, without public comment, the 
utterances today of the Chinese 
generalissimo, Chiang Kai-Shek. 


Thit Chinese leader asserted this 
country was under treaty obliga- 
tions to assist his nation in Its 
undeclared war with Japan. 
Another phase of the conflict, 


the question of America's attitude 
toward any new Japanese territor- 
ial claims in China interested in- 
formed observers here keenly- 
The generally 
accepted 
belief 
was that the United States would 
not recognize any new claims If 
it adheres to its established for- 
eign policies. 


The observers recalled that the 
government has withheld formal 
diplomatic recognition of both the 
Japanese dominated state of Man- 
ohoukuo and Italian-annexed Ethio- 
pia because they were acquired by 
force.

COLONEL IKE PRYOR, 
VETERAN CATTLEMAN, 


DIES SAN ANTONIO 


SAN ANTONIO, Sept. 
. 


Col. Ike Thomas Pryor, veteran 
cattleman 
and resident 
of San 


Antonio, died at 7 o'clock this 
morning in a hospital here after 
a lingering Illness. 


Pryor was admitted to the hos- 
pital on May 22, He was 85 years 
old.Funeral services will be held 
Saturday 
afternoon 
from 
St, 
Mark's Shurch and burial will be 
in Mission Burial Park. 


The Rev. Arthur McKinstry will 


officiate at tho funeral services, 
which will take place at 3 p. m. 


.Survivors Include the widow of 
San Antonio; two sons, David M. 
Pryor of Uvalde, and Ike T. Pry- 
or of San Antonio; one daughter, 
Mrs. Emma Pryor Mangum of 
San Antonio, and three grandsons, 
David M. Pryor, Jr., of Uvalde, 
Ike T. Pryor IIII and Raymond 
D- Mangum, both of San Antonio. 


Col. Ike T. Pryor became a 
ranch 
owner and cattleman at 
the early age of 24 years and lit- 
erally grew up in Zavalla county 
with the cattle business. 
First 
taking the trail when 19 years 
old, he was an active 
ranchman 
until his death. 


Once a homeless orphan, toss- 
ed and buffeted about Tennessee 
and Ohio in his early youth, the 
colonel came to be long before 
his death one of the 
foremost 
cattle 
barons for whom Texas 
was noted. His wealth was esti- 
mated at far more than a million 
dollars. 
_ 


As one of the early trail driv- 
ers, taking great herds of Long- 
horns up to tho North, and later 
as 
a. prominent cattleman, Col. 
Pryor was held In high esteem 
by other livestock men of the 
state and nation. He was twice 
president of the American Na- 
tional Livestock Association and 
three times president of the Tex- 
as Cattle Raisers' association. 
Born In Florida. 
Born in Tampa, Fla., in 1852, 
Pryor suffered 
the loss of his 
father shortly after his birth, and 
his 
mother 
died a few years 
later in Alabama. The succeeding 
years saw the 
boy 
wandering 


among the Union forces In Ten- 
nessee, unscathed by 
rifle 
fire 


while men were falling mortally 
wounded about him. A Dr. Wirth 
with one of the Ohio regiments 
lof the Cumberland army, finally 
sent him to the Wlrth home in 
northern Ohio on the shore of 
Lake Erie, where he stayed near- 
ly until the end of the war. By 
chance, news of his whereabouts 
came to his cousin, Mrs, Sallle 
Ewing from whom he had been 
separated just before the war be- 
gan, and she took him Into her 
home. When her family went to 
Alabama 
after 
tha war, young 
Pryor went with them. They pro- 
vided him with a fair education 
and when he was 18 years old 
he felt the urge to go to Texas 
So, taking the boat from New 
Orleans 
to Galveston, 
the 
tall 
strong youth finally 
landed 
at 
Austin. 
For a year he worked 


for a farmer In the cotton field, 
but the passing herds, bound for 
the north, lured him to trail driv- 
ing. 
After a few years on the 
trail, Pryor went to work for 
Charlie Lehmberg and within .a 
year was made ranch manager 
on what is now the Pryor domain 
A year later he took over th« 
20,000 acre ranch and its 1,600 cat- 
tle, 
receiving easy terms from 


Lehmberg.Adversity. Come*. 
From that time on, wKh one 
notable exception, things 
went 


well with Pryor. 
He drove his 
cattle north, getting a profit of 
$3 to $5 a head, and by 1880 he 
had doubled the acres 
In his 
ranch as well as increasing his 
herds. 
But in 1884, after he had 
formed a partnership with his eld- 
est brother, an 18-Inch snow in 
Colorado that covered the ground 
for six weeks, preventing forage 
ruined him temporarily. 
He then 
was accustomed 
to winter 
his 
cattle in southern Colorado, but 
after the herds died of starvation 
he decided he would stay in Tex- 
as. The partnership was dissolv- 
ed and Ike Pryor set about re- 
couping his fortunes. 
This was accomplished largely 


by foresight. Pryor believed that 
the end of the war with Spain 
would open a great market for 
cattle in Cuba, and accordingly, 
by advance preparation, he had 
11 shiploads of beef there almost 
as soon as hostilities ceased and 
before anyone else had 
shipped 


cattle there. 
His net profit on 
these cattle was $80 a head. 
Col. Pryor maintained his of- 


fice In San Antonio for several 
years prior to his death, but he 
still was active in behalf of ills 
Zavalla 
county interests, 
the 
ranch alone consisting of 100,000 


Coll Pryor was married twice. 


Ho first married Sallie Rapp of 
Austin in 1878. 
She died and he 
married Mrs. Myra S. Early of 
Columbus, Texas, In 1896- 
The colonel's "cousin Sally" as 


he affectionately often referred to 
her, still Is living at Paris, Texas,

S. M. Brown of Austin, head of 
lie Teacher Retirement organlza- 
lon, was the principal speaker at 
;he first meeting of the Navarro 
County Teachers association Sat 
urday in the Carnegie Library audi- 
:orium, and explained the history, 
proposition and many technical- 
ties of the operation of the retire- 
ment system. Other speakers were 
John W. Gunstream, Dallas, deputy 
state superintendent; W. P. Mc- 
Cammon, president of the Corsl- 
cana board of education and presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and R. W. Knight, secretary-man- 
ager of the Chamber of Comerce, 
and Ray L. Waller, Rice, director- 
general of tho County Interscho- 
"astlc league. 


County Superintendent G. H. 
Brown presided, and 
Introduced 
the speakers. 
Mr. McCammon welcomed the 
county teachers, and especially the 
new ones. He said because of 
changing times the teachers have 
a great responsibility, and It Is Im- 
portant that they be the highest 
type of manhood and womanhood. 
He said the educational outlook in 
the city is the best in a number of 
years, however, for one reason, 
that more people are becoming 
more school-minded, and are sym- 
pathetic and cooperative. 
Miss Dorothy Klnkle, new voice 
teacher at the I. O. O. F. Homo 
was next presented by Mr. Brown, 
and sang two numbers, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Isabella Melton Has- 
lam.

Mr. Brown termed the Teachers 
retirement law the greatest step 
forward for the teachers of Texas 
In the history of the profession. 
Going back to the inception of the 
system, Mr. Brown said the people 
of Tcxos authorized a constitution- 
al amendment, and later the legis- 
lature passed a bill, authorizing the 
Teachers Retirement system to be 
set in operation. The law, as fin- 
ally passed, Mr. Brown declared, 
make 
all 
teachers 
compulsory 


members, except those who sign 
waiver of their prior service. The 
bill applies to every race, he added 
ed.He explained that there ore no 
formalities to bo mot to become a 
member, and every Texas teacher 
Is a member unless he or she signs 
a waiver. Indications are that 
teachers are nearly 100 percent In 
favor of the system. 
Tho proposition, Mr. Brown ex- 
plained, is that each teacher has 
five percent of his or her salary 
deducted by his or her employer, 
unless they teach In a common 
school district, and then the coun- 
ty superintendent makes the de- 
duction. The money is deposited to 
their credit in the Texas State 
Treasury. In the "Teacher Savings 
Account." None of the money is 
used for the administration, but 
each teacher participating Is re- 
quired to pay a dollar a year for 
expenses. 


Tho deposit draws three and a 
half per cent Interest, compounded 
annually, and upon retirement the 
amount In the teacher's account 
at that time is withdrawn, matched 
by the state, and the total amount 
Is used to buy an annuity, on the 
basis of life expectance. The an- 
nuity Is payable on a monthly 
basis, or there are several options 
a teacher may elect to exercise. 
Mr. Brown explained how prior 
service Is figured, and how the dis- 
ability clause operates. He also ex- 
plained how the Teacher Retire- 
ment board of directors Is named, 
and closed after answering a num- 
ber of questlons_for the teachers.
